SKY EXPLORERS 


Pair Bring Big Bag 
Down on Glacier 
In Austria 


By ALFRED TYRNAUER 


INNSBRUCK. Austria — (INS)— 
Safe and sound after a hazardous 
journey through the hitherto un- 
charted expanses of the sky ten 
miles above the surface of the earth. 
Professor Auguste Piccard and 
Charles Kipfer, Swiss scientists, 
trekked back to haven in the Aus- 
trian Alps today. 

The two scientists landed their 
huge balloon on the Gurgler Ferner 
Glacier in the Oetz-Thal range near 
the Austro-Italian frontier at 10 p. 
m., yesterday, almost eighteen hours 


Set New Record 


BERLIN, —(INS) — “I have 
beaten the world’s altitude rec- 
ord by 4,000 meters. I am happy 
to say that we reached the 
stratosphere,” Professor Auguste 
Piccard declared upon his ar- 
rival at the village of Obergurgl 
with his rescuers, according to a 
telegraphen Union dispatch 
from Innsbruck. 

“The flight was a glorious 
one. We always had the balloon 
under control, and we obtained 
plenty of material which is of 
the highest scientific value,” the 
professor continued. 

Piccard and his assistant, 
Charles Kipfer, said they spent 
the remainder of the night in 
their gondola after landing on 
the glacier in the Alps early to- 
day, and started their trek to 
civilization: only with the ap- 
proach of dawn.

Professor Piccard told the rescu- 
ers that he had succeeded in the at- 
tempt which many scientists char- 
acterized as foolhardy as well as al- 
most impossible, and ascended to a 
ae of 16,000 meters, about 51,000 

eet. 

What he discovered in that little- 
known realm of the universe where 
the rules governing atmospheric 
conditions in “earthly” levels cease 
to operate, will not be learned until 
his return. 

Details of the descent weve r-* 
known beyond the fact that Piccard 


sojourn in the upper reaches of 
space. 

A great wave of relief swept over 
the Innsbruck airport as word came 
through of the scientists’ safety. 
Searching parties, unaware of the 
events that tarnspired during the 
night, located the deserted balloon 
this: morning. 

Battle Way Through Night 

Seeing no sign of life, the search- 
ers jumped to the conclusion Pic- 
card and Kipfer were still imprison- 
ed in the Gondola, either uncon- 
scious or dead. Those engaged in 
the search never dreamed that the 
explorers had landed safely and 
with the self-reliance characteristic 
of men of their stamp, started out

On Tuesday, President Hoover 
met with his cabinet and. spent 
several hours scanning reports and 
considering surveys made by the 
various departments.

JACKSONVILLE BEACH, Fla..— 
(INS)—Walter Lees and Frederic 
Brossy, Detroit fliers, broke the 
world’s record for non-refueling en- 
durance flight at 10:10 a. m. (C. S. 
T.) today. 

Lees and Brossy remained in the 
air after passing the record. Offi- 
cials said they had enough fuel oil 
to keep the Packard diesel motor 
running -4 hours longer. 

The fliers at 11:10 completed 76 
hours, 23 minutes in the air, exact- 
ly one hour longer than the former 
record of 75 hours, 23 minutes, es- 
tablished by two French fliers. Rules 
of the National Aeronautical asso- 
ciation require an extra hour in the 
air to establish an official record. 

The Detroit airmen succeeded on 
their third attempt at the record. 
On two previous trials they were de- 
feated by bad weather. “On the 
second attempt they were only three 
hours from the record when forced 
to land. 

They took off on the third trial at 

:47 a. m. Monday morning and 
were encouraged by beautiful weath- 
er throughout the attempt with ex- 
gption of two hours Wednesday 
when a stiff squall blew up from the 
northwest and buffeted the Bellan- 
ca monoplane. 

Notes dropped daily said the air- 
men were sleeping regularly and 
that they felt in great condition. 
They’ prepared their meals on a 
small stove in the monoplane. 

The second flight, when Lees and 
Brossy missed the world’s mark by 
only three hours, set a new record 
for American fliers.

Troops Guard Vatican 

Italian troops guarded the Vati- 
can and various Catholic buildings 
outside Vatican city to prevent a re- 
currence of attacks upon church 
property. All bridges leading to 
Vatican City were policed by troops, 
while a detachment was assigned to 
St. Peter’s church. 

The Vatican itself remained calm. 
A report published in London that 
special armaments had been dealt 
out to the Swiss guards, the pictur- 
esque Vatican: troops, to protect the 
buildings against demonstrators was 
denied by Vatican officials. 

The Swiss guards have always 
been equipped with rifles and .re- 
volvers, although on state occasions 
they garb themselves in mediaeval 
costumes and carry. ancient halberds 
and spears.

Democrat Leaders are Against 
Increases in Federal Taxes 


By WILLIAN HUTCHINSON 

WASHINGTON—(INS)—The de- 
claration of the teniocratic “high 
command” against any increase in 
federal taxes drew a.sharp rebuke 
from the progressive bloc today, in- 
dicating a real tax battle will be 
waged in the next congress. 

The democratic program, as enun- 
ciated by. Senator Harrison (D) of 
Mississippi, was attacked by Sena- 
tor Brookhart, Iowa insurgent, who 
termed it the “product of Wall 
Street.leaders.” He disagreed en- 
tirely with Harrison’s contention 
that payments into the debt retir- 
ing fund be suspended temporarily, 
the deficit met by short-term certi- 
ficates and tax increases abandoned. 

The prospect of a pretyt tax war 
was seen in Brookhart’s announce- 
ment of the progressive stand. The 
progressives previously attacked the 
Suggestion of secretary of the treas- 
ury Mellon that ‘more citizens” 
should be brought into the tax-pay- 
ing fold. The Mellon suggestion 
was aimed at reducing exemptions 
and possibly at levying a federal tax 
on automobiles and gasoline. sales. 

From the pronouncements of 
these leaders, the next congress un- 
doubtedly will find administration 
republicans demanding more rev- 
enue by enlarged taxation, the in- 
surgents demanding higher taxes 
against the rich and the democrats 
opposing all increases. With such 
a division.in sentiment, tax legis- 


lation may fail even if attempted in 





the long session. 

“The statement of Senator Har- 
rison contains the usual Wall Street 
dope,” said Brookhart, anent the 
democratic opposition to tax in- 
creases. “The trouble with the 
democratic party is that whenever 
it gets a chance to do something 
for the people, the leaders join the 
Wall Street party. You can see 
the hand of Raskob in this policy 
toward taxes. 

“The democrats will not be able 
to gather the progressive vote of the 
country, which is large and deciding 
in presidential campaigns, on such 
policies as this one. First, they 
joined us in passing the tax bill of 
1924, which gave the government a 
magnificent schedule of rates on es- 
tates and gifts and then turned 
around and helped the repuiblcans 
reapel that schedule in 1926. Now 
they proposed another rich man’s 
program. 

“The progressives are going to 
stick to the ‘pay as you go’ policy. 
We should eliminate the treasury 
deficit by raising the taxes on es- 
tates, levying taxes on gifts and in- 
creasing the surtaxes on higher 
brackets of incomes.” 

“But I think we'll put both re- 
publicans and democrats on record 
early in the new session. We'll let 
the country know the standpatters 
are the some in the democratic par- | 
ty as in the republican party.” ‘

Quick To Adopt Phone 

Telephone history reveals that 
Muscatine was not slow in adopting 
the convenience of the telephone. 
In 1878, the same year that the 
first telephone switchboard was in- 
troduced in New Haven, Conn., the 
telephone was brought to Musta- 
tine. Two telephones connected by 
a length of telegraph wire and with 
no switchboard or other means of 
intercommunication, made up this 
first telephone line. On May 17, 
1878, a local paper carried the fol- 
lowing story on this first attempt 
at telephone communication in 
Muscatine: 

“A REAL TELEPHONE

catine. It reaches from the parlors 
of Cook, Musser and company’s 
bank to the lumber office of the P. 
M. Muser company on the island, a 
distance of one and one-half miles. 
The connecting wire is common 
telegraph wire, and there is an ap- 
paratus at each end containing a 
bell and this can be arranged so 
that the person at one end can ring 
the bell on the other end, and this 
calls attention that here is some- 
one calling. The speaking is done 
in a small tube at the end of the 
wire and the tones of the voice in 
ordinary conversation are conveyed 
distinctly over the wire. A number 
of persons tested it to their satis- 
faction this evening talking to Mr. 
Schenk and Mr. Bosworh at the 
other end of the wire. 
Line Cost $85 

“The object of this telephone i& 
to facilitate business between the 
members of the firm and P. M. 
Musser company at the different 
places of business. When it was 
undertaken it was feared it would 
not work satisfactorily, but it is un- 
doubtedly a success. The wire is 
strung partly over the tops of 
houses and partly on poles put up 
for its special use, as it will not 
work if placed on poles used for 
telegraph. The cost of this length 
of telephone line is about $85.00.” 

Fifty years ago, June 1, 1881, the 
first telephone exchange was start- 
ed here serving 54 telephone users. 
Long distance service to Wilton was 
available this same year. Since 
that time the exchange here has 
been in continuous operation. 

Visitors to the telephone build- 
ing during Open House week will 
see in the lobby of the business of- 
fice a display illustrating the evolu- 
tion of the telephone from the first 
crude and cumbersome instruments 
to present handset.

LAND BALLOON 
UPON GLACIER 


Pair Land Big Gas Bag 
Near Italy

in the dead of night to battle their 
way down he slippery slopes of a 
glacier to civilization. 

Piccard and Kipfer left Augsburg, 
Bavaria, at 3:57 a. m., yesterday. 
The giant balloon shot up almost 
immediately to a tremendous 
height, veered to the southwest and 
was soon lost to view. 

At intervals during the day, the) 
craft was reported from various 
places in Austria, Germany and|

Peaks Menaced Balloon 

At the mercy of the winds, the 
balloon. was wafted southward, 
heading for the tyrol and the men- 
ace of disaster on mountain peaks if 
the scientists had not already suc- 
cumbed to suffocation in their tiny 
floating cell. 

During the latter part of the 





flight, the balloon seemed suspend- 
ed in a motionless, windlegs layer of | 
air, A steady altitude of between | 

12,000 and 15,000 feet seemed to be | 
maintained, leading experts to fear 
that death would end the gallant | W. 
adventure, as the craft’s oxygen sup- 

ly was sufficien for only twelve 

eurs and that altitude was felt to 
be too high to permit the introduc- 
ion of natural air inside the hermet- 
ically sealed gondola.

skies confounded the views of ex- 
perts, few of whom believed the 
balloon had réached the strato- 
sphere, although at one time dur- 
ing the journey it passed complete- 
ly out of the range of vision. 


BACK ON SOLID EARTH 

BERLIN—(INS)—Back to solid 
earth after a journey of exploration 
into a strange hitherto unknown 
world ten miles above the level of 
the sea, Professor Auguste Piceard, 
diminutive, wiry Swiss scientist told 
with enthusiasm today of a voyage 
paralleling the imaginative fantas- 
ies of Jule Verne. 

Tells of Epic Flight 

He unfolded the story of his epic 
flight in a hermetically sealed alum- 
inum ball slung from a gas balloon 
to the Telegrafen-Union correspon- 
dent at Obergurcl, in the Austrian 
tyrol, the first outpost of this mun- 
dane world to welcome him after 
his expedition into the skies. 

Picked Up By Searchers 

Picked up by a search party af- 
ter he and his assistant, Charles 
Kipfer, had started out on foot to 
reach the town following a safe 
descent on the Gurgl Fermer glacier 
in the Oetz-Thal range of the Aus- 
trian Alps, Professor Kipfer stated 
definitely he had penetrated the 
stratosphere 51,000 feet above the 
level of the sea. 

“I have beaten the world’s “ alti- 
tude record by 4,000 meters,” the 
professor said, “and I am happy to

“It was a glorious flight: The 
balloon was under control every mo- 
ment, and it was only exhaustion 
of the oxygen supply in our Alumi- 
num gondola that forced us to des- 
scend before reaching the plains of 
upper Itlay, where I had planned 
the flight to end.”

The late frosts killed the first 
strawberry bloom, all of the apri- 
cots and mulberries and most of 
the plums.

Section One. There is hereby 
created a Civil Service Commission 
of fhe Police and Fire Departments 
of the City of Muscatine, Iowa, to 
be composed of five (5) mem ;

Section Five. ROOMS AND SUP- 
PLIES. The City Council shall pro- 
vide suitable rooms in which the 
commission may hold its meetings, 
and supply the commission with all 
necessary equipment to enable it 
properly to perform its duties.

UNDER CIVIL SERVICE. The Po- 
lice Department and Fire Depart- 
ment shall be under civil service 
rules as provided by State law, the 
ordinances of the City of Muscatine, 
Iowa and such other rules and regu- 
lations adopted by the civil service 
commission, in conformity with said 
laws and ordinances, 

Section Seven. EXAMINATION 
EXCUSED. Persons now holding 
positions for which they have hetre- 
tofore been appointed or employed 
after competitive examination, or 
who have rendered long and effi- 
cient service, shall retain their posi- 
tions without further examination, 
but may be removed for cause. It 
shall be the duty of the civil service 
commission to decide for their res- 
pective departments, who shall re- 
tain their positions without further 
examinations. 

Section Eight. EXAMINATIONS 
REQUIRED. Such commission 
Shall, on the first Monday of April 
and at such other times as shall be 
found necessary, under such rules 
as it may prescribe, hold examina- 
— for the purpose of determining 

ualifications of applicants for 
posit ons and for promotions, which 
Scesninatons shall be practical in 
their character and shall relate to 


4|/such matters as will fairly test the 


physical and mental fitness of the 
person examined to discharge the 
duties of the position to which he 
seeks to be appointed. 

In all examinations and appoint- 
ments under the provisions of this 
chapter, honorably discharged sol- 
diers, sailors, or marines of the reg- 
ular or volunteer army or navy of 
the United States, shall be given the 
preference, if otherwise qualified. 

Section Nine. POWER TO MAKE 
RULES AND REGULATIONS. The 
civil service commission shall have 
power to make rules and regulations 
for governing the Police and Fire 
Departments, said rules and regula- 
tions not to be contrary to any laws 
of the State or ordinance of the City 
of Muscatine. The Police Depart- 
ment shall operate on a basis of 
eight (8) hour shifts. 

Section Ten. NAMES CERTIT- 
FIED — APPOINTMENT. Such 
commission shall, as soon as possi- 
ble after every examination, make 
up a list of ten (10) persons for each 
class df position, who, according to 
its records, have the highest stand- 
ing as a result of such examinations 
for the position they seek to fill, and 
all vacancies in positions under civil 
service, that shall occur before the 
holding of the next examination, 
shall be filled from said list; such 
appointments shall be made by the 
civil serviee commission. These se- 
lections shall he made with refer- 
ence to their qualifications and fit- 
ness and for good of the public serv- 
ice and without reference to their 
political faith or party allegiance. 

Section Eleven. CHIEF OF PO- 
LICE—CHIEF OF FIRE DEPART- 
MENT. The office of Chief of Po- 
lice in the City of Muscatine, shall 
be an appointive office, and such 
Chief of Police shall be appointed 
by the civil service commission and 
shall continue in office and shall not 
be removed except by death, resig- 
nation or for cause. 

The office of Chief of the Fire 
Department in the City of Musca- 
tine shall be an appointive office, 
such appointment to be made by the 
civil sérvice commission, and such 
appointment shall not, in any way, 
effect his rights under civil serv- 
ice. The Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment sHall continue in office and 
shall not be removed except by 
death, resignation or for cause. 

Section Twelve. EMPLOYEES 
UNDER CIVIL SERVICE — QUAL- 
IFICATIONS. Except as otherwise 
provided, no person shall be ap- 
pointed or employed in any capacity 
in the Police or Fire Departments, 
or any department which is govern- 
ed by the civil service, until such 
person shall have passed a civil 
service examination as provided in 
this chapter, and has been certified 
by the civil service commission as 
being eligible for such appointment; 
provided, however, that in cases of 
emergency, in which the peace and 
order of the city is threatened by 
reason of fire, flood, storm, or mob 
violence, making additional pro- 
tection of life and property neces- 
sary, in which cases the civil serv- 
ice commission may deputize addi- 
tional persons, without examination, 
to act as peace officers until such 
emergency shall have passed. In no 
case shall any person be appointed 
or employed in any capacity in the 
Police or Fire Departments, or any 
department which is governed by 
civil service, unless such person: 

1. Is a citizen of the United 
States and has been a resident of 
the city for more than three (3) 
years, but such residence in the city 
not be a necessary qualifica- 
tien for appointment as Chief of 
Police or Chief of Fire Department. 

2. Is of good moral character. 

3.Is able to read and write the 
English language. 

4. Is not a liquor or drug addict. 

5. Has not been convicted of a 
felony. 

6. Has not borne arms against 
the United States government. 

7. Has not claimed exemption 
from military service on account of 
being a conscientious objector. 

Section Thirteen. REMOVAL OR 

E. No person appointed 
from. the civil service list shall be 
removed arbitrarily, but may be re- 
moved, after hearing, by a majority 
vote of the civil service commis- 
sion for misconduct or failure to 
properly perform. his duties.

orders, or misconduct. Such report, 
in writing, stating the reason for 
such suspension or discharge, shall 
be made to the civil service com- 
mission, who shall affirm or revoke 
such suspension or discharge, ac- 
cording to the facts and merits of 
the ‘case. 

Section Fifteen. APPEAL. The 
person or persons suspended or dis- 
charged, may appeal to said civil 
service commission. 

Section Sixteen. NOTICE OF AP- 
PEAL. An appeal may be taken by 
the person or persons discharged 
within five (5) days from the date 
of his suspension or discharge, said 
notice of appeal to be filed with the 
City Recorder. 

Section Seventeen. CHARGES. 
Within five (5) days from the serv- 
ice of such notices of appeal, the 
person or persons making the ruling 
appealed from shall file with the 
body to which the appeal is taken 
a written specification of the charg- 
es and grounds upon which the rul- 
ing was based. If such charges are 
not so filed the person suspended or 
discharged may present the matter 
to the body to whom the appeal is to 
be taken by affidavit, setting forth 
the facts, and such body shall forth- 
with enter an order reinstating the 
person suspended or discharged for 
want of prosecution. 

Section Eighteen. TIME AND 
PLACE OF HEARING. Within five 
(5) days after such specifications 
are filed, the commission shall fix 
the time, which shall not be less 
than five nor more than twenty days 
thereafter, and place for hearing the 
appeal and shall notify the parties 
in writing of the time and place so 
fixed, and the notices shall contain 
a copy of the specifications so filed. 

Section Nineteen. OATHS 
BOOKS AND PAPERS. The pre- 
siding officer of the commission 
shall have power to administer oaths 
in the same manner and with like 
effect and under the same penal- 
ties as in the case of magistrates 
exercising criminal or civil jurisdic- 
tion. The commission shall cause 
subpoenas to be issued for such wit- 
nesses and the production of such 
books and papers as either party 
may designate. The subpoenas 
shall be signed by the chairman of 
the commission. 

Section Twenty. CONTEMPT. In 
case a witness is duly subpoenaed 
and refuses to attend, or in case a 
witness appears and refuses'to tes- 
tify or to produce required books or 
papers, the official body hearing the 
appeal shall, in writing, report such 
refusal to the district court of the 
county or to any judge thereof, an 
said court or judge shall proceed 
with said person or witness as 
though said refuwal had occured in 
a@ proceeding legally pending before 
said court or judge. 

Section Twenty-one. PUBLIC 
TRIAL. The trial of all appeals 
shall be public, and the parties may 
be represented by counsel. 

Section Twenty-two. DECISION. 
The civil service commission shall 
determine the matter on its merits. 
If the appeal is taken by a suspend- 
ed or discharged employee and re- 
versed, he shall he reinstated as of 
the date of his suspension or dis- 
charge, and be entitled to compen- 
sation for such part of the period 
while suspended as the eommission 
may determine. 

Section Twenty-three. EMPLOY- 
EES DIMINISHED. Whenever pub- 
lic interest requires a diminution in 
the number of employees under civil 
service the same may be reduced by 
resolution of the civil service com- 
mission. In case it thus becomes 
necessary to discharge any such 
employees, the persons discharged 

shall be those whose service has 
been of the shortest duration. If 
length of service is equal then the 
— the least efficient and compe- 

ent. 








The persons so digcharged shall 





receive a certificate showing the 
length of their service and that they 
have been honorably discharged, 
and their namés shall be carried for 
a@ period of three (3) years after 
such discharge, on a preferred list 
and all appointments made during 
said period shall be made from this 
list. 


Section Twenty-four. CAM- 
PAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS. No ffi- 
cer or employee under civil service 
shall, directly or indirectlly, con- 

bute any money or anything of 
value, to any candidate for nomina- 
tion or election to any office, or to 
any.campaign or political commit- 
tee. Any person violating any pro- 
ivsion of this section shall pay a 
fine of not less than twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars or more than one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars, or be im- 
prisoned in the county jail not to 
exceed thirty (30) days. 

Section Twenty-five. All ordin- 
ances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict or inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance are = 
repealed. 

Section Twenty-six. Any part- of 
this ordinance which may for any 
reason be held to be invalid, shail 
not in any manner effect the validi- 
ty of the other parts hereof. 

Section Twenty-seven. This ord- 
inance shall be in full force and ef- 
fect from and after its passage, ap- 
proval and publication, as by law 
provided.
